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Behind all the smoke screen diplomacy which veils the present 
war crisis, lies the glaring failure of capitalism, and the rising de- 
mand cf populations for a Socialist society. The capitalist powers 
of Great Britain and the U. §., at the present time, want peace. 
The capitalist powers of Germany, Italy and Japan, driven to des- 


peration by internal unrest and crisis, want war. Those three 
nations are the belligerents—the mad dogs of the world. 
The prime desire of leading imperialists in Great Britain 


U. S. A. is to direct the belligerence of the three mad dogs toward 
the borders of the Soviet Union and away from the skirts of their 
own imperialist holdings. The growing strength of the United 
People’s Front in France, which forced ratification of the Franco- 
Sevict pact, has alarmed world capitalists. Realizing that they 
cannot now suppress thé people’s movement of France by fascism, 
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they are singling her out as a second target for the impending 
rampage of the three mad dogs. 

In estimating the role that cach nation will play in coming 
strategies, there are two sides to consider: (1) What do the rulers 
want? (2) What do the people of that country want and how well 
organized are they to force their will? 

It is no longer possible for capitalist rulers to exercise a free 
hand in their maneuvers, Thé growth cf United People’s move- 
ments has enabled populations to enforce their collective will. 
Only in nations like Germany and Italy, where fascism has been 
imposed, can the rulers defy popular opinion. And here too, they 
aré haunted by insecurity, realizing that the mass of people are 
obeying their dictates at the point of a gun and will overthrow 
them on the first opportunity.
